PRELIMINARY   ABSTRACT  OF   RAILWAY   STATISTICS  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED   DECEMBER  31,    1948 


INTRODUCTORY   STATEMENT 


This  preliminary  abstract  for  the  calendar  year  1948  is  the  thirty-eighth  in 
the  series  and  ie  compiled  from  the  annual  reporta  of  olaae  I  line-haul  railways,  olasa 
I  switching  and  terminal  companies,  the  Railway  Express  Agency,  Inc.,  and  the  Pullman 
Company.  It  la  intended  primarily  to  make  available  as  promptly  as  possible  oertaln  to- 
tals not  obtainable  from  the  monthly  or  quarterly  reports  of  carriers.  The  totals  are 
aubjeot  to  change  after  oorreotlone  in  the  annual  reports  have  been  authorised.  The 
final  totals  will  appear  in  the  Statletlos  of  Railways   for  1948. 


Because  a  separate  annual  publloatlon  of  freight  oommodlty  statlatloa  la  reg- 
ularly issued  in  detail  for  the  individual  claesea  of  oommoditles,  only  group  totale  of 
commodities  oarrled  are   shown  in  this  preliminary  abstract  for  the  year  1948. 

It  should  be  especially  observed  that  the  balanoe  sheet  lteme  shown  on  page  5, 
Summary  No.  1,  relate  to  oompanlee  that  file  operating  reports  and  do  not  cover  the 
balanoe  aheete  of  companies  that  file  leseor  reports,  the  property  of  which  la  operated 
by  claea  I  line-haul  steam  rallwaya;  that  Is,  railways  having  annual  operating  revenues 
above  $1 ,000,000.  Table  1  below,  however,  shows  the  investment  in  road  and  equipment  of 
the  operating,  leeeor,  and  proprietary  companies  at  the  end  of  the  year  1948,  in  compar- 
ison with  final  figures  for  the  preceding  year.  The  eteam  railway  system  at  the  close 
of  19*8  had  a  total  investment  in  road  and  equipment  of  $28,664,759,436,  which  was 
$978,656,486  more  than  the  total  for  1947*  This  relates  to  all  classes  of  line-haul 
companies.  This  comparison  is  without  consideration  of  the  lnoreaae  in  the  accrued  de- 
predation. At  the  close  of  the  year  194g  aocrued  depreciation  and  amortisation  of  de- 
fense projects  of  olasa  I,  II,  and  III  line-haul  oompanles  and  their  leasore  amounted  to 
$6,279,892,254,  an  increase  of  $242,859,339  over  the  1947  total.  Table  2  ahows  by  olaes 
of' railway  the  Investment  in  road  and  equipment  leaa  reoorded  depreciation  and  amortisa- 
tion as  of  December  3I,    1948. 

The  increaee  in  the  investment  in  road  and  equipment  of  clase  I  operating  com- 
panies shown  in  table  1  is  $1,099,275,039-  An  Increase  of  $924,666,894  la  shown  on  p&ge 
5  Summary  No.  1,  as  being  the  net  expenditures  for  additions,  betterments,  and  extensions , 
aKer  retirements  for  olaes  I  operating  companies.  The  difference  between  these  aume  1b 
explained  by  the  fact  that  the  1948  investment  aocounts  of  oertaln  rallwaya  reflect  not 
merely  the  net  expenditures  for  property  during  the  year  but  also  ohamjes  due  to  reor- 
ganisation and  other  acoountlng  adjustments. 

In  Summaries  1  and  3,  ths  assignment  of  revenues  to  freight  service,  and  to 
passenger  and  allied  services  Ib  in  aocordanoe  with  the  distributions  made  by  carriers  in 
filling  out  the  schedule  relating  to  revenues  in  the  annual  report  form.  There  la  no 
speolal  order  giving  detailed  instructions  for  the  separation  of  revenues  by  olass  of 
service,  however,  thle  is  in  large  part  provided  for  by  the  regular  accounting  classifi- 
cations. The  division  of  expenses  between  freight  servloe  and  paasengsr  and  allied  ser- 
vlcss  is  as  reported  by  carriers  under  rules  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission* 

Table  3  ehowe  for  olaee  I  line-haul  steam  railways,  the  total  rev- 
enues, expenses,  net  revenues  before  taxes  and  rente,  the  operating  ratio,  and  the  net 
railway  operating  lnoome  for  the  freight  and  paaeenger  servloe  separately,  for  the  years 
1938  to  1948.  Small  amounta  of  revenues  and  expenses  reported  as  "not  related  to  either 
freight   servloe  or  oaBsenger  and  allied  services,"   are   shown  In  the  last   two  columns.
